Such would be the 
cate if the written instruments set 
up the framework of the govern- 
ment and imposed no limitations 
on its power 


The most frequent wrong done 


by governments to their people 
consists in the abuse of the power 
to tax and borrow money. Taxes 
must be imposed to pay borrowed 
money. These are war powers.. .. 
The abuse of these very powers 
led to the bankruptcy of this state 
and the ruin of our people.

she saw Matlock strike Spear.

Two years ago there was a move- 


ment on foot to reduce Hempstead 
county .salaries to ?1,800. \Vc refused 
to lake any stock in it—and this past 
summer, before the primary election, 
we announced that if the office-hold- 
ers weren't given a better "break" we 
would attack the bill at the polls. 


The citi/ens committee which draft- 


ed the bill after hearing from the 
county officers, fixed the .salary .sched- 
ule at $2,700—which looks like a pret- 
ty good figure for a local public of- 
ficer in this year 1934. 


The reduction is not as great ns 


some people would like. But it should 
.save Hcmpslead county .several thou- 
sand dollars a year. 


If this money isn't saved, if thi.s 


act is not adopted, if the citizens don't 
turn out and vote for it the 6th of 
November, then the salaried officers 
of Hempstead county will lake nil the 
tax money the next, several years— 
and every man who does jury duty, 
draws road warrants, or otlu.-rwi.se 
earns compensation from the county 
government, will have nothing but a 
piece of county scrip that has to be 
hocked or bartered about like a piece 
of merchandise instead of the cash it 
is supposed to represent.

Closed Schools to 


Be GivenU.S. Aid 


Others With Limited Re- 


sources Will Probably 


Be Helped 


LITTLE ROCK—Most of the closed 


schools in 147 rural districts of Ar- 
kansas arc expected to open shortly in 
anticipation of federal aid as a result 
of a visit to Little Rock Monday by 
Dr. Howard A. Dawson, former di- 
rector of research for the state de- 
partment of Education, now on leave 
of absence with the FERA Education- 
al Department in Washington. 


Dr. Dawson conferred with W. H. 


Dyess, state administrator, on the •£*- 
tension of federal aid to rural dis- 
tricts without funds to open schools 
this year. 


Following this conference, Mr. Dycss 


dictated a letter to the directors of 
the district, advising them that if they 
think they can qualify for federal aid, 
and wish to take a chance, they may 
do so. 


He warned, however, that the FERA 


assumes no obligation, docs not guar- 
antee to extend aid in any case, and 
emphasized that no aid will be forth- 
coming until the specified require- 
ments are met anct agreements signed 
and returned to the state office. 


W. E. Phipps, commissioner of edu- 


cation, said he expects the majority 
of tho 147 districts to 
open their 


schools at once, confident that they 
can qualify for the anticipated federal 
aid. 


In addition to the 147 districts with 


no schools at all there are approxi- 
mately 500 more which have limited 
funds and expect to keep their schools 
open only a part of the 1934-35 term. 
Efforts arc being made 
to secure 


promise of aid from the FERA that 
will enable them to operate full terms.

flic accident occurred two miles from Tuckcrman, 12 miles north of 


Newport. He was driving »t average road speed toward Little Rock, he 
said, and thought the road clear to meet tho other car. 


Just as the Iwo cars approached a meeting, Ledbcltcr saw the un- 


lightcd wagon a few yards ahead of him. Ho had been unable to sec it 
therefore because of the lights of the approaching car. He jammed on the 
brakes, he related, nnd his car svi'ung sharply to the left, meeting the 
other car at an angle. 


Led better's car \vas thrown back aslant the highway, but did not turn 


over. Tthe other car careened off the liighway into the ditch. 


"I did not lose consciousness," Lcdbetter told friends. "I was bleed- 


ing about the face where the windshield had cut me. I turned and said,

Cotton Rust Due 


to Rundown Soil 


Soil Improvement Pro- 
gram Is Answer to This 


Crop Menace 


Carroll S. Morrow, assistant county 


agent, says that many cotton farm- 
ers had a shortage of cotton yield 
this year and other years previous to 
this from 
a 
physiological disease 


known as cotton rust or potash hung- 
er. "Rust," or potash hunger of cot- 
ton, is commonly found in light sandy 
soils, and particularly soils 
which 


have been cropped continuously with 
cotton, without any practice of soil 
improvement, which results in a soil 
low in organic matter and other min- 
eral elements such as potassium. 


Symptoms of rust or potash hunger 


are that the plants become unthrifty 
anc! stunted in growth. As they ap- 
proach maturity, yellowish areas ap- 
pear on the leaves between the large 
veins. 
As time goes on the leaves 


get yellow all over and become leath- 


j cry and curl up at the edge, later 


they take on a reddish or purplish 


I color as plants grown under the shade 
of a tree. These leaves curl up en- 
tirely, die and fall off long before 
the cotton is matured and when the 
leaves disappear the plant no lonpr 
manufacturers food. The top bolls on 
such cotton drop off or open prema- 
turely, making picking very difficult 
and giving an infcrrior quality of lint. 
This results in a serious cut n yield 
of cotton, a reduction in lint quality, 
and an increase in cotton picking. 


Cotton "rust," or potash hunger, is 


not a true rust such as in caused by 
a fungus, but is an unhealthy con- 
dition clue to improper nutrition. It 
is often confused wit!' cotton wilt or 
with red spider injury, but it is en- 
tirely different. Cotton wilt is a true 
fungus disease recognized 
by 
the 


brown stems and roots of the infected 
parts. Red spider injury also results 
in a rusty discoloration of the leaves 
but careful examination of the under 
side of the leaves will disclose tiny 
reddish spiders. 


The control of cotton "rust." or pot- 


ash hunger, involves a general pro- 
gram of soil improvement. The hum- 
us of the soil should be built up by 
the use of barnyard manure at the 
rate of 10 tons per acre 
will BIVC 


practically complete 
control. 
The 


practice of crop rotations within a 
few years will render control. 


Mineral deficiency of the soil slwuld 


be remedied by the application of 
fertilizers which arc high in potash. 
In some cases excellent results wore 
secured by the use of fairly liberal 
applications of murate 
of 
potash

Important at Law 


Criminal Statutes Don't 
Recognize Responsibil- 


ity Until Age 14 


LITTLE ROCK—Under 7 years of 


age a child is conclusively presumed 
to be incapable of committing crime 
and although a child not yet seven 
years old might commit murder, he 
could not be punished for it in Ar- 
kansas. 


Children between the ages of 7 anc 


14 are also presumed incapable ol 
committing crime, but that presump- 
tion may be overcome by proof, de- 
pending upon the child's development 
of intellect. That strongest evidence 
which might be submitted in favor of 
a child between 7 and 14 who has 
committed a crime would be his birth 
certificate. 


From the time a child is fourteen, 


he is considered capable 
of being 


criminal. 


These facts of Arkansas law show, 


in themselves, the great importance of 
birth registration. While no parent 
believes that his son or daughter will 
commit a crime, he is nevertheless, 
interested in providing safeguards for 
his children. Through the first Ar- 
kansas "Register Your Baby" cam- 
paign, being sponsored by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of the Census, the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics of the Board of 
Health, and the Arkansas Emergency 
Relief Administration, parents may be 
sure that their babies' births are reg- 
istered.

Cheery in Spite of Economic 


Difficulties 


Always in the past there has beeri 


the idea that a fever was dangerous 
to the human Ixxty and that some- 
thing should be done right away to 
bring down the temperature. Occa- 
sionally, however, some authority has 
raised his voice to argue that the fever 
aright be beneficial if it did not get 
too high or last too long. 


Around 1917 a German investigator,' 


named Wagner-Jauregg, showed that 
a fever brought about 
artificially 


•might in some cases be of value in 
general paralysis. He induced fever by 
inoculating the insane paralytics with 
malaria. 


Then other investigators found that 


the same effect 
could 
be brought 


about by inoculating them with a 
nonspecific protein, such as a typhoid 
.vaccine. 
i 
" Finally it was discovered that the 
' temperature could be raised by pro- 
longed hot baths and by electrical 
methods, and it was proved that, in 


; each instance, it was, the fever which 
\ Drought about the good result rather 
•than the method by which the fever 
was induced. 


As a result, manufacturers have de- 


veloped all kinds of apparatus for in- 
ducing rises in the temperature of the 
human body, and sustaining the tem- 
perature according to the length of 
time that the physician may think 
necessary. 


Types of apparatus now offered in- 


clude electrical blankets, cabinets 
with electric lights, hot baths, ma- 
chines for passing an electric current 
through the body, and air-condition- 
ed cabinets. 


One of the conditions for which 


heat has been used considerably is 
the chronic rheumatic condition call- 
ed arthritis. Many 
such patients, 


however, have heart disease or dis- 
turbances of the kidney and they do 
not respond well to the treatment. 


In some types of rheumatism, how- 


ever, particularly those called chronic 
infections rheumatic cases, investiga- 
tor shave found the heat treatment o' 
particular value. 


Every method used in medicine 


which is potential for good is also po- 
tential for good is also potential for 
harm. In the hands of unskilled 
workers, or in the case of patients 
who attempt to treat themselves, the 
possibility of doing harm with this 
form of treatment is certainly as great 
as that of doing good. 


In the meantime, investigators in 


research institutions are studying re- 
actions of patients to heat treatment, 
determining changes that occur in the 
blood and in the tissues generally, in- 
vestigating effects on the kidney, the 
heart, and other important structures

treat convicts like human beings, you 
will not enjoy reading Joseph F. Fish 
man's "Sex in Prison." 


As a matter of fact, you probably 


won't enjoy it anyway, for it wasn' 
meant to be enjoyable reading. On the 
contrary, it is profoundly shocking anj 


disturbing. 


As an honest effort to suggest an 


intelligent and humane program fo 
handling prisoners, it will doubtles 
arouse the indignation of many esti 
mable citizens. 


Mr. Fisheman is a former inspector 


of federal prisons, and he has probably 
had his nose into about as many pris- 
ons as any man in America. In tell- 
ing what he has seen there, he re- 
ports that the emotional tension under 
which prisoners are compelled to live 
ii a thing highly dangerous to society 
and frequently ruinous to the men 
themselves. 


It is his notion that this tention is 


no proper part of punishment. Let the 
prisoners have something faintly re- 


The other day I was in a house 


where there were three children, one 
ten, the others younger.

ing two hundred and fifty dollars a 
month. Now he is earning thirty a 
week. 
| 
-When the income was double what 


it is today, both father and mother 
were eternally singing the blues.

They live in a constant atmosphere of 
gloom and complaint. They have, you 
can tell to look at them, the conscious, 
apologetic and down-trodden manner 
of the crushed. 


Why Talk Before Children? 


My- heart aches for them. Why in 


the name, of common sense do these 
parents unload all their worries and 
denouncements before their children? 


Inferiority is already so ingrained 


n the two oldest that even if they 
urn out to be King Bees of all Who's 
Who, they will always be hounded by 
a complex. 


Children will eat potato soup with 


pride like the little Wiggses, if they 
•hink their parents are masters of 
themselves and accept life on a con- 
tented average. They don't mind win- 
dows without curtains, 
or sagging 


chair seats, if an atmosphere of peace 
pervades the home. They set their 
value on the house, on themselves and 
the whole family rating by their par- 
ents' reaction to affairs. 


No Need for Gloom 


I do not say it is easy to chirp while 


hanging on to the edge. But it is an 
edge, even a ledge, this family has at 
the moment. How about the millions 
who have gone clear over? The great 
tragedy of the whole depression is the 
outlook of little children who have 
been shoved, with their families, to a 
social oblivion that will forever leave 
iti mark.

Secretary Wallace "Sur- 


prised" at Lack of In- 


terest by the South 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. — (JP) — Carefully 


reserving his views regarding con- 
tinuance of the Bankhead Act for 
control of the cotton crop next year, 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace, reiterated here Sunday that 
it is up to the Southern farmer to 
decide to what extent he is to share 
in the world's cotton market. 


The secretary was here to address 


the all-Southern Baptist Student Con- 
ference. 


In an interview, he expressed sur- 


prise at the South's failure "to take 
a more determined interest in chang- 
ing tariff walls." 


"Of course," he said, "it is a tradi- 


tional polciy with the South to want 
lower tariffs, but this sentiment -has 
not been pushed with any unusual 
vigor. It is a matter of A'ital import- 
ance and one every cotton farmer 
should consider. 


"Every aspect of the world market 


lor cotton should be discussed. The 
purchasing power of foreign nations 
should be considered without preju- 
dice. Some nations are unable to buy 
our cotton now on exchange because 
we do not accept their imports or lend 
them money. 


"The problem of tariffs and the 


world market is coming to a head 
new in a clear out way. It has been 
predestined to come to a head even 
since the World war." 


The secretary said he favored a 


gradual lowering of tariff walls add- 
ing it could not be done "all at once" 
because 
of 
"circumstances 
undsr 


which these walls have been built." 


Wallace emphasized that the present 


cotton nrogram was adopted on the 
demand of the farmer. 


"The Department of Agriculture did 


not ask for the present program," he 
said. "The farmer asked for it. The 
department isn't asking for any new 
program. It is up to the farmer. He 
r.ot cnlv svill have a vote on it soon, 
but will have, as always, the medium 
or influence through his chosen rep- 
resentatives in Washington. 
And it 


.•strikes me that with a Democratic ad- 
ministration, the South should ex- 
perience no serious difficulty in get- 
ting just about what it wants."
